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A DECADE OF PROGRESS 


The 1985-86 academic year is now underway. It will see the 
last of the old three-term calendar and hopefully the beginning 
of a new and better curriculum. The year opened on a positive 
note with an excellent retention figure and, although our de 
novo freshman count was less than we expected, our overall 
enrollment is only nine less than last year (1167 to 1176), We 
are well within our projected budget. We look forward to a 
good year in academic, student life and in fund-raising. 

As we begin the 1985-86 academic year at Juniata College, I 
look back on the ten previous years of my administration with 
pride and satisfaction. I believe you will agree, when you read 
the following record, that the College today is in a far stronger 
and more prestigious position that it was a decade ago. None of 
these positive facts could have appeared in the summary 
without the cooperation and tireless energies of most of my 
administrative staff and the alumni of Juniata, and the 
confidence and support of the majority of my trustees—in 
particular those of our chairman, Dr. Charles C. Ellis. 

To these persons I am extremely grateful. My wife joins me 
in expressing our sincere appreciation to all. 


I. FINANCES 

In reviewing the following figures, let me point out that 
despite the increase in the general fee from approximately 
$4,000 per year (room, board and tuition) to this year’s $9,900, 
Juniata’s share of direct aid to students increased from 
$300,000 to $1,082,000 in 1984-85, and this year, 1985-86 will 
be $1,300,000. Federal grants and State grants went up sharply 
and more loan monies were made available through the GSL 
program than ever before in the College’s history. In short, a 
Juniata education was and is today, quite affordable. 

Another plus is in the percentage increases— salaries, wages 
and benefits— for our faculty and staff. 

Net endowment income has grown 220%. New deferred gifts 
now amount to almost $1.5 million. The book value of the 
College has almost doubled and the internal debt of $1.4 
million in 1975 has been completely eliminated. Each year we 
have balanced our budget since 1975-76 with surpluses as noted 
in the fund balance figures, especially in the allocated reserves. 

Meticulous business practices, a sharp eye for savings, and an 
understanding of programs and quality are virtues attributed 
to few business managers, but Juniata is fortunate to have Bill 
Alexander who possesses all of these traits. (see Table 1.) 
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II. ACADEMICS 
The reason for being a college rests with its claim to 
academic excellence, Juniata’s deserved reputation as an 
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outstanding college of the liberal arts and sciences continued 
unblemished during the past decade and, in some instances, as 
the following lists indicate, improved. In particular our SAT 
scores have increased. We have won the St. Andrew’s Society of 
Philadelphia Andrew Much Scholarship for a year's study in 
Scotland three years out of seven in competition with Haver- 
ford, Swarthmore, Bryn Mawr, Penn and others. We continue 
to send 35% or more of our graduates to graduate and profes- 
sional schools each year. Many win prestigious scholarships, 

I am very proud of our international program in exchange 
with colleges and universities in Europe and Japan. These ex- 
changes are in addition to the well-established Brethren 
Colleges Abroad Program. This fall we have 27 exchange 
students on campus from five foreign countries and 33 Juniata 
students are studying in Europe and Japan.

III. STUDENT SERVICES 


The first two years of my administration were bleak ones for 
student services. Inexperienced and ineffective personnel 
dominated this important phase of college life. Policies were in 
disarray, student discipline was reminiscent of the late '60’s and 
early ’70’s. Juniata student life was in the dark ages. 

After several unsuccessful attempts to train the staff then 
employed, I finally appointed Dr. Arnold Tilden as Dean of 
Student Affairs. The following record speaks for itself and of 
the consummate skill of this excellent administrator.

IV. DEVELOPMENT 


The giving record follows, but figures do not explain the 
organizational work which caused these numbers to be 
translated into the reality of dollars. 

Nor do the dollars explain the motive for giving. “People 
give to people.” This phrase is employed in our deferred giving 
program. But people also give to a memory, a positive ex- 
perience, a sentiment and, yes, for a tax break. 

Foundations and corporations give to a college’s name and 
reputation, a project, an idea. Juniata has all of these forces at 
work for its benefit. 

All of these reasons for giving are found in the accounting of 
these past ten years. Total giving amounts to $13.5 million. But 
pledges are still outstanding, bringing the total to about $17 
million. 

In the area of development, one points with pride to the 
Pooled Income Fund and Planned Giving Program, our An- 
nual Support Fund and other generosities of our alumni and 
friends, and to our capital campaigns which have produced the 
Dana Humanities Cluster and the Kennedy Sports + Recreation 
Center, and the funds allocated for renovations, computers, 
program equipment, scholarships and endowment. 

Our development team is an outstanding one—but special 
praise goes to Dr. Clayton N. Pheasant for his vision, his 
organizational skills, and for his tireless energy.

The Tragedy of the Welfare Commons

In trying to prepare for this day all I could think of at first 
was that it would be a great day to call in sick. But I checked 
our faculty manual and I found we get no accumulation of 
sick days. Otherwise, I could have taken off the whole term. 
Rather our departmental colleagues are to cover for us in case 
of illness. But that didn’t seem fair. Professor Reilly is on sab- 
batical. Professor Radis is new and Professor Heberling has 
been through this once, except as the second Beachly 
Distinguished Professor he got the prize without the wonder- 
ful privilege of talking to 900 people who come here out of 
either necessity or high hopes for a prize or an early lunch. I 
was surprised when President Binder called my name for the 
prize last year. 

In 1968, Garrett Hardin, a Professor of Human Ecology at 
the University of Colorado at Santa Barbara, wrote an essay 
entitled the “Tragedy of the Commons,” which was published 
in Sccence. In this particular essay he was looking at the 
population problem - a world population growing at a rate 
faster than our ability to adequately feed, clothe and shelter 
the newborn. He states “the population problem has no 
technical solution; it requires a fundamental extension of 
morality.” 

Many of us who work in the disciplines of the natural and 
social sciences often think that there is a technical solution to 
some problem when in fact the solution to some problems re- 
quires the development of new moral norms. I will first briefly 
illustrate this idea with Garrett’s analysis of the world popula- 
tion problem. I will then go on to illustrate this principle in 
the area of human welfare. 

But first we need to understand the concept of the com- 
mons to enable us to see what Garrett means by the “tragedy 
of the commons.” I’m not certain about the exact historical 
origin of the idea or practice of the commons, but in early 
England it meant a common pasture open to all. But today it 
can be pictured as those things we all share—the air we 
breathe is not owned by individuals but is common to 
all—owned by all. Our national parks and forests are one 
form of commons. And, in a sense, so are the very resources of 


the earth. 
Here’s how the tragedy of the commons develops. Picture a 


pasture open to all herdsman. It is expected that each herds- 
man will try to feed and keep as many cattle on the commons 
as is possible. If there aren’t many herdsmans and the com- 
mons is large this may work for many centuries. But there 
finally comes a day of reckoning when there are too many 
herdsmen for the common. (Incidentially, I’m not trying to 
be sexist is using the term herdsmen; I just find the old usage 


simpler to say than herdspersons or herdspeople.) Now 
assume with me that each herdsman is a rational human 
being who wants to maximize his gain. Each asks himself what 
is the utility of me adding one more cow to my herd? Each 
herdsman will find a positive utility and a negative utility by 
incrementing his herd by one. The positive component is that 
one more animal can be raised and sold and so the positive 
utility here is nearly one. (It isn’t quite one because there are 
some costs in acquiring and raising the animal.) But the 
negative component is the additional overgrazing created by 
one more animal and thereby its slight reduction in size and 
worth. The negative utility is only a fraction of minus one 
however. So, adding up the positive and negative utilities, the 
rational herdsmen will conclude that it will be more pro- 
fitable if he adds another cow to his herd. But thzs is the con- 
clusion that every rational herdsman sharing the commons 
reaches and therein is the tragedy. Each herdsman is locked 
into a system of thought that argues that he should increase 
his herd, perhaps without limit; yet the commons is limited. If 
each herdsman pursues his individual gain, there won't be 
enough food for any of the animals. The “invisible hand” that 
Adam Smith described in The Wealth of Nations, whereby 
each individual who pursues his own gain promotes the public 
interest, does not appear to work where there are limited 
resources. 

Now scientists may try to find a technical solution to this 
problem—finding new commons, breeding new herds that 
grow fast while eating less food, breeding new grasses that 
yield more protein, fertilizing the crops to grow more and big- 
ger grass in a given area. And these technical solutions can 
help for a while even though there is a cost in them. But, 
finally, the tragedy of the commons emerges - there is only a 
limited commons - the earth’s resources are finite. 

Thus the herdsman, realizing some or many will die can try 
other solutions - kill one another or the herds of other herd- 
smen. But this will lead to a lot of uncertainty and lower the 
quality of life in many ways. What they need, says Garrett, is 
a fundamental extension of morality. They need to contract 
together to limit the growth of herdsman and/or their herds. 
They must contract together to limit their individual 
freedoms in pursuing individual gains or they all will suffer 


and die. 
And so the tragedy of the commons can be extended to 


other areas also. There is no final technical solution to the 
world population problem. Farming the oceans, raising bet- 
ter crops by breeding heartier and more protein rich plants 
and other such measures may enlarge the population carrying

capacity of the earth substantially, but it is not a final solu- 
tion. The final solution must be a moral one—that is one 
where people develop agreed upon constraints to reach zero 
or near zero population growth. Too many people wanting a 
high and certainly desirable standard of living, will un- 
doubtedly lead to air pollution and acid rain and water pollu- 
tion that in the long run may even reduce the carrying capaci- 
ty of the earth. 

Now I would like to take Hardin’s idea— about there being 
a class of problems for which there is no technical solution but 
only a moral solution—and apply it to another problem 
area — human welfare. The particular area of human welfare 
that I will look at is poverty. 

Poverty can be defined in either absolute or relative ways. 
Starting in 1959 the federal government came up with an ab- 
solute definition of poverty that said if a family of a given size 
(be it one or eight) has less than so many dollars of income in 
a given year, it is in poverty. In 1984, 15% of all Americans, 
or about 1 out of 6.7 Americans were poor. Some are just at 
the poverty line and not too badly off, while others in this 
group have almost no income and are in dire straights. These 
are often the street people who fill the soup cafeterias of 
philanthrophic agencies and sleep on the warm air exhaust 
grates of subways. 

Relative poverty involves a psychological and/or social 
comparison process of those who are worse off in comparison 
to those who are better off. A lot of people feel poor com- 
pared to others. And 49.99% of the population are worse off 
than 50.01% of the population. If one defines poverty in the 
relative sense of being at 45% or less of the median income, 
this approach produces numbers and percentages of poor 
similar to the govenment’s absolute definition of poverty. 

Now is there a technical solution or only a moral solution to 
the problem of poverty--the problem of inadequate food, 
shelter and clothing for some 35 million Americans? This is a 
gray area because the solutions overlap and one can view the 
problem through a variety of colored glasses called assump- 
tions, perspectives and theories about poverty. The technical 
approach focuses on looking at the roots of the problem and 
trying to provide solutions to the problem by technical means. 
So people who are poor are often found to be undereducated, 
undermotivated, undertrained and unwise in their spending, 
saving, living and reproduction patterns. They are blamed 
for their poverty. And there is some truth to this approach, 
and the consequent solutions of opening up channels of 
education, job training, remotivation and financial counsel- 
ing may help some of these people. 

But there are a class of people who are poor who are 
relatively blameless in their poverty. There are those unable 
to work from birth on because of crippling disabilities. There 
are those unable to work because of crippling accidents at 
work, at home or on the road or who have the bad fortune to 
be ravaged by diseases they didn’t want. There are some who 
are too old to work. ; 

And over half the poor either work at jobs full or part-time 
at minimum wage rates that leave them in poverty or want to 
work but there is no work for them. This half of the poor is 
often blamed for their poverty even though they live in a 
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capitalist economic system that cannot consistently provide 
work for them. 

The moral solution to this problem is to develop a moral 
compact among people that says poverty is a common pro- 
blem. It is often a social system’s problem that should not be 
blamed on the individual if in fact he is blameless for his 
poverty. The solution is simple in theory but most difficult to 
carry out once a system of structured inequality exists in a 
society. 

John Rawls, in his book A Theory of Justice argues that 
people could rationally develop a just society if they operated 
under “a veil of ignorance.” Under the veil of ignorance they 
wouldn’t know their own social or economic position but 
would construct a system that would be fair to all in a 
distributive sense and yet maintain motivation by having 
higher rewards for those who contributed most to maintain- 
ing and improving the totality of benefits of a system. If we 
could use this system it would produce greater equality of 
results. 

In recent years, I think we have moved away from a moral 
solution to the problem of poverty and even reduced our ef- 
forts at technical solutions. Those in positions of power, par- 
ticularly at the legislative and executive lines, have tended to 
blame the poor for their plight rather than seeing it as a 
systems problem. If our economic system has the defect of not 
being able to employ all who want work, some are vict?ms of 
the system not losers in the sense of unmotivated unskilled 
workers who don’t give a dam. Even if all adult citizens had 
Ph.D.s and high motivation and good skills and good health, 
we would still have unemployment and poverty. 

We are a nation of extensive affluence. Yet in 1980 12% 
were living in poverty—one out of nine people. The people in 
poverty are disproportionally children and women and some 
unemployed males. If one adds minority status to this, the 
poor are even more disproportinately black, hispanic and In- 
dian women and children. Even with a growth in affluence, 
the amount of poverty increased from 12% in 1980 to 15% in 
1984— about 7 million more people were pushed into poverty 
in this four year period. 

Why? A short analysis shows two major causes: - First, a 
cutback in welfare policies in the sense of either not allowing 
them to grow in relation to need or pure cutbacks. And se- 
cond, since 1980 we have six new tax laws that have slowly 
and perceptibly shifted the tax burden from the rich to the 
poor and middle class. I won’t take the time to prove that 
case. The poor have no lobby of significance compared to the 
well-off, 

When Reagan asked voters if they were better off than four 
years earlier he was appealing primarily to their selfish in- 
stincts not to their altruism for a system that deals equitably 
to all. 

What we need, I believe, is a new moral commitment to a 
system of economic justice—a system of fair taxation and 
welfare that meets fundamental human needs. In a pastoral 
letter released in November of 1984, the National Conference 
of Catholic Bishops stated “We believe the level of inequality 
in income and wealth in our society...must be judged morally 
unacceptable.” The richest 20% of our society receives more 


income than the bottom 70%. The bottom 20% get just 4% 
of the income. 

I certainly would not propose income equality. I believe 
that inequality is a strong motivator and would remain even if 
we developed a sufficiently generous system to wipe out pover- 
ty. We have all sorts of tax loopholes and subsidies for the 
middle and upper classes. We subsidize farmers for not grow- 
ing food. We might be in real trouble if we subsidized 
automakers for not producing unneeded cars or educational 
institutions for not educating each student that they could ex- 
pand to accommodate. Federal Programs to increase the 
housing stock for the poor have been drastically slashed in re- 
cent years. But, for the middle class and up who are home 
buyers, they can deduct their interest and this costs more than 
four times as much in lost revenues than the federal govern- 
ment spends on housing for the poor, Our tax laws benefit 
primarily the well off. A 1979 study found that the 5.3% of 
the population who earned over $30,000 that year, got 66% 
of the total savings in tax breaks. This is far more than 
enough to wipe out poverty. We don’t call them losers, or 
welfare chiselers. They are beneficiaries of a tax system 
created by people like themselves to benefit themselves. 

The national conference of Bishops called U.S. poverty a 
“scandal.” “In our opinion,” they said, “the distribution of in- 
come and wealth in the U.S, is so inequitable that it violates 
the minimum standards of distributive justice.” 

In February of this year, The Physicians Task Force on 
Hunger, working out of Harvard University, estimated that 
20 million suffer from what they called a ‘growing epidemic” 





of chronic hunger. They place most of the blame on changes 
in federal policy. A huge outlay on strategic weapons that has 
risen 305% between 1980 and 1986 compared to slow in- 
creases or cutbacks in human services has pushed another 3% 
or 7 million people into poverty and some into hunger. The 
physician's task force pointed out that hunger could be 
“eradicated in six months” for less than $7 billion or the cost 
of two nuclear powered aircraft carriers. But we have switch- 
ed our national priorities to an arms buildup that will not end 
in 1988. Once weapons systems procurements are set in mo- 
tion, they will last well into the 1990s. 

There is no technical fix to poverty. To achieve the reduc- 
tion or eradication of poverty we must first have a change in 
our morality. The tragedy of the commons in this regard is 
that we are currently moving away from a moral social com- 
pact to care for all of us to one that emphasizes individualism 
and self-aggrandizement. And it works to promote motivation 
for 85%, while promoting poverty for the rest. I believe we 
need to reverse this tragedy of the commons where all are 
eventually hurt because we don’t understand our in- 
terdependence. To Juniata students, I hope your liberal 
education at Juniata will enable you to ask more than what’s 
in it for me. I hope you ask also, what’s in it for the common 
good of all men. What is your vision of a good society? Is it 
one where people must starve in the midst of affluence? I hope 
not. Rather, I hope you envision and will work for a society 
that cares for that minority of poor inasmuch as any one of us, 
under the right circumstances, could be there. 
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
